Weaknesses 


it is by no means certain that Reardon wili play in both 
games, or indeed in either, but his ‘veteran’ status has not 
prevented him from turning in several fine performances in 
different positions for Slough this season, and his knowledge 
of the Wycombe weaknesses will be a considerable asset. 

These are matches in which experience and craft often count 
for more than sheer skill and energy, and consequently I expect 
manager Churchill to entrust Reardon with an important 
midfield assignment. 

Slough’s game against Hendon on Saturday was postponed 
because of a waterlogged pitch, but last night (Tuesday) the 
Rebels were hopeful that their home game against Staines 
would go ahead. 

Wycombe have not played for a fortnight and Slough may 
well make that work to their advantage.
